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Special town meeting < 
to be held August 27 


Wilmington selectmen have 
chosen Monday, August 27 as the 
date for the special town meeting 
that will finalize the town budget. 

The date was chosen Monday 
night after Chairman Robert Dou- 
cette suggested August 20. Mark 
Haldane said he would be out of 
state then, and asked for it to be on 
the 27th. 

Selectmen decided not to open the 
warrant for the town meeting until 


July 9 at the next selectmen's 
meeting. 

The special town meeting is 
needed because the budget as voted 
in the annual town meeting exceeds 
the cap set under Prop. 2-1/2 by 
some $838,000. Even if the town 
receives an anticipated $637,000 in 
additional state aid, a great deal of 
that money will be used in the 1990 
budget. 


Voters earlier this month refused 
to allow an override of Prop. 
2-1/2, forcing the budget to go 
back to town meeting. 

The finance commitee decided 
last week to wait and see what the 
school committee and the select- 
men come up with for budget 
proposals before making their 
recommendations. 


Town charging $1000 
for ice cream vendors 
selling at town beach 


Town Manager Michael Caira 
took over the reins of government 
last week and was quickly holding 
the hot potato of the ice cream war. 

Ice cream vendors created a 
furore at the town beach at Silver 
Lake last summer. There were 
reports of arguments, swearing, 
throwing coffee and other 
incidents as vendors jockeyed for 
the best position in the beach 
parking lot. And while it was on 
town property, the arguments were 
really private matters, 

Caira and the Recreation 
Commission found an answer to 
the problem in the town's fiscal 
woes. By charging the~vendors 
$1000 for the right to park at the 
beach, the town is now exerting the 
control needed to ensure proper 
behavior. 

Last Friday, vendors were 
summoned to the Town Hall and 
were presented with papers to sign 
if they wanted to continue selling at 
the beach. The papers, drawn up by 
the town manager, were a memo- 
randum of agreement. Included in 
the agreement were regulations 
Stating that the town manager had 
the right to cancel the agreement 
for improper behavior, 

Things seemed to be going well. 
No tremendous objections were 
raised at the meeting. One vendor, 
Tina Maynard, was not at the 
meeting, but was represented by 
her boyfriend. 

Maynard appeared at the 
selectmen's meeting on Monday 
night with some concerns about the 
agreement. She said she was upset 
that the town had imposed the new 
fees and regulations so quickly, 
giving her no time to respond. She 
pointed out that the town's own 
regulations for ice cream vendors 
state that no changes will be made 
without a two week notice. 

She also said that the state Dept. 
of Standards had told her that she 
did not need a town license. When 
the town-took her to court, she 
won, she said. 

She asked that the town give her 
some time to meet the insurance 
requirements in the agreement, and 
time to react to them. 

Selectman Mark Haldane said that 
he would have concerns if a client 
of his were asked to sign the 
agreement. He pointed out a 
number of questions. He asked if 
Caira had run the agreement by the 
town counsel. Caira replied that he 
had not, 

Caira agreed to consult with town 
counsel immediately to check the 
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legality of what was being 
proposed. 

The town's beach tag program, 
meanwhile, is reported to have 
taken in $4000 from residents. 

One other effect is that two other 
areas at Silver Lake, Baby Beach 
and Fuller's Beach are both quite 
crowded, Neither of those two 
beaches have town life guards, 
though. 

Selectman Bob Cain wanted to 
modify the beach fees to allow 
pre-school youngsters to go to the

beach free of charge. Presently the 
only fee admittance is for 
yougsters under three, 

The Recreation Commission set 


“the fees with a goal of raising 


$10,000. The fee is $15 per adult 
for the summer, $5 for a child age 
3 to 17, or $35 for a family, A 
one-day pass costs $2. 

The beach fees have resulted in a 
great many people complaining, 
although beach director Ed Woods 
said he heard no complaints from 
people at the beach. 
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Eddie Deloury's backhoe made short work of the Sam Perry 
house off High Street on Monday morning. In little more than 
15 minutes, the house was totally demolished. 


Sam's old house reduced to 
splinters, dust and memories 


Bright and early Monday 
moming, Eddie Deloury fired up 
his backhoe and swung the bucket 
into the roof of an old cottage off 
High Street in North Wilmington. 

It was the end of the Sam Perry 
house, a simple but picturesque 
brown cottage with a stone chim- 
ney. It was set against a pine grove 
behind a large garden 

Built in 1908, the house was the 
home for 70 years of Sam Perry, a 
pattern maker, a builder of wooden 
prototypes for. machinery. Sam 
was a highly independent sort, able 
to make most anything he needed. 

His woodworking skills were just 
amazing. A master of inlay and 
furniture making, he produced 
beautiful items, including cribbage 
boards and card tables, some of 
which are still owned by Wil- 
mington families. One neighbor 
told of a baseball bat he made for 
his adopted son, Perry Umphrey. It 
was quite a bat. 

Sam and his wife Anna celebrated 
their 50th anniversary in 1953, 
which occasioned Philip Buzzell to 
write a poem for them. That poem 
was later published in Mr. 
Buzzell's book of poems, Stration 
Pond and Other Verses. Mr. 
Buzzell was town counsel and 
moderator of Wilmington for 
many years, and was a partner ina 
vonerable Boston law firm. 

Sam outlived his wife by some 30 
years, living by himself in the 
cottage. Despite a broken hip in his 
late eighties, he was still cutting 
wood into his nineties. He kept a 
garden in his front yard, plowing it 
with a McCormack Farmall tractor 
which he also used for plowing 
snow. 

When Sam died, he left the 
..Property.to Jo O'Neil, who had 
“cared for him in his final years. 
She and her husband Dice kept the 
house, eventually renting it to then 
town manager Buzz Stapczynski. 
Buzz lived there from 1982 to 
1985. 

After Dice O'Neil died, the pro- 
perty was bought from O'Neil's 
neice by Doug Andersen, along 
with his daughter and son-in-law 
Karen and Paul Boudreau. The lot 
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was big enough for two homes, and 
the cottage was right in the middle. 
The new homes were built on the 
condition that the old house be 
removed, In recent years, it had 
been badly neglected and was in 
need of major renovation. It was in 
such poor condition that it was 
hardly worth saving. 

The cottage was left standing for 
many months between the two new 
houses which the Andersens and 


the Boudreaus built. Andersen was 
afraid that someone would torch 
the old house, especially when he 
found books of burned matches. 

So on Monday morning, with just 
a few swings of the backhoe, Eddie 
Deloury tore the old down, 

driving by On Street 
will hardly miss the fone because 
it was set back from the street. But 
for longtime residents of the neigh- 
borhood, it will never be the same.

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High Point lifts those at low point

High Point is a place for people 
who have reached their low point 
in life. The new Tewksbury facili- 
ty for men and women recuperat- 
ing from chemical dependencies 
represents a new, moder perspec- 
tive in health care regarding what 
professionals now identify as a 
desease. 

"It's an equal opportunity 
disease", said Larry Jenkins, High 
Point's executive director in 
Tewksbury. "Alcoholism and drug 
abuse affects all levels of the 
population from adolescents to 
corportate executives, and it's very 
predictable and understandable no 
matter who the person is", said 
Jenkins. 

Jenkins said that High Point can 
help dissolve some of the mis- 
conceptions that people have over 
what type of person succumbs to 
this desease. "There's an old 
attitude that the alcoholic is a 
person with a bag in their pocket. 
That might be three percent, but 
the vast majority are working folks 
from accross society and that's 
what I mean by it being an equal 
opportunity desease." 

Does it affect both men and 
women equally, we asked? Preus 
and Jenkins say the percentages 
may be very similar, but that 
women have traditionally faced a 
harsher stereotype than men when 
they go public with their chemical 
dependencies.However, both Preus 
and Jenkins believ@ahis is changing 
gradually, and they see this 
reflected in the increasing number 
of women coming to High Point. 

The High Point Corporation is no

stranger to this special type of 
health care. The Tewksbury facili- 
ty is their fourth location and 
reflects what the industry has 
learned. Both executive director 
Larry Jenkins and High Point 
Vice-President Charles Preus 
refered proudly to the atmosphere 
at the Tewksbury facility. The 62 
bed operation is spread-out in a 
rambling, one-level design on the 
former site of the Allen Coal 
Company on Route 38 by the 
Tewksbury-Wilmington town line. 
The architect obviously went to 
great lengths to keep the need of 
the building's occupents in mind. 
The lighting is excellent, and there 
is a pleasant, sort of "homey" 
atmosphere to the design. 

It may still be a mystery how 
some people in our society 
succumb to an addiction while 
others do not. "They acquire it like 
other illnesses; people don't chose 
it but I don't think anyone knows 
how", said Jenkins, who said that 
his professional mandate is not so 
much to investigate how people 
become afflicted this way but 
instead to “concentrate fully on 
recovery". 

Jenkins describes the High Point 
program as "community based" 
with the ultimate goal being "to 
make people part of their 


Conservation land 
article to return

An article that was shot down at 
the annual town meeting may be 
brought up once again for con- 
sideration at the upcoming special 
town meeting. That article was to 
transfer parcels of town-owned 
land, which are wet or abutting 
wetlands, to the Wilmington Con- 
servation Commission. 

According to Conservation Ad- 
ministrator Eileen Flaherty, she is 
thinking of bringing the article 
before voters once again. This 
time, she said, she would include 
not only map and parcel numbers 
but street addresses in the warrant 
so residents know exactly where 


the lots are located. She said if the 
transfers go through and the town 
can prove to FEMA and the Water 
Resource Board that the town is 
trying to protect flood plain areas 
and abutting land, the flood 
insurance rates would be lower for 
the town, 

Sheila Goldfield, who will be 
leaving the board next week, 
suggested Wednesday the board list 
parcels by priority. Flaherty said 
she felt all the parcels should be 
protected. 

"In some ways I would be 
disappointed to break them up. We 
spent hours and hours on it," she 
said. 


Septic field may 
be on wrong lot

After issuing a negative deter- 
mination to Chris Cormier of 
Phillips Avenue to allow him to 
build a single family home in the 
buffer zone, members of the Wil- 
mington Conservation Commission 
learned the house lot may contain 
the leeching field of his own home 
which is located on an adjacent lot. 
Cormier said he plans to build the 
home for his mother. At their 
meeting last week, commissioners 
voted on a negative determination 
after learning there would be no 
impact to wetlands and no erosion 
control needed because there 
would be no work needed on the 
street 
Two neighbors, James Doucette 


and Dom Mar, questioned Cor- 
mier's plans after the board took 
the vote. Mar said while they were 
not there to take away Cormier's 
right to build, they were concerned 
about the leeching field. Conserva- 
tion Administrator Eileen Flaherty 
said this was the first she had heard 
about the leech field. She explained 
if there Was part of the septic 
system on site, she felt Cormier 
would not get his building permit. 

Commissioner Sheila Goldfield 
said she thought the house on the 
adjacent lot had just been connected 
to the town sewer, which would 
make the whole issue moot. 
Flaherty said she would look into 
the matter.

community once again when they 
leave". 

To this end, Jenkins and his 
counseling staff employ an 
individualized treatment program 
which for some patients will mean 
a three week stay at High Point, and 
for others a longer period. "We 
try to provide a place that's safe 
and interupt the cycle of ad- 
diction", said Jenkins, After intro- 
ducing a new patient to the medical 
unit for examination, a "multi-dis- 
ciplinary team approach" is 
introduced whereby the patient 
works one-on-one with a counselor 
who will also try to bring in family 
members when possible. "We try 
to reach out to everyone involved", 
said Jenkins, who noted that on 
average about 25 percent of 
patients’ families will participate in 
the High Point counseling sessions. 

High Point's corporate vice- 
president Charles Preus said that 
the new Tewksbury facility was in 
the planning stages for three years 
and that thus far the community has 
been "outstanding" in their sup- 
port. He believes that there is an 
intensified awareness regarding 
chemical dependency and that 

fople who admit they have a 
problem and seek help are no 
longer looked down upon as they 
once might have been, 


Homeowners 
want 
drainage pipe

Though members of the 
Wilmington Conservation Com- 
mission sympathized with two 
homeowners who wished to install 
a 12 inch drainage pipe on their 
property for safety reasons, they 
told Gloria and Kevin Barry their 
priority has to be the wetlands 
upstream. 

The Barrys; who live on Kendall 
Street, want to install the pipe ina 
swale in order to protect their two 
year old child and his friends who 
are attracted by the water. In 
addition, the couple would like 
access to about 50 feet in their 
backyard which is presently not 
usable because of the drainage 
problem. 

Commissioners said there were 
other options open to the couple, 
like fencing in the area. Gloria said 
she preferred getting rid of the 
standing water altogether. Com- 
missioners said before they could 
issue an order of conditions, they 
would need more information like 
drainage calculations to make sure 
the proposal would not cause 
flooding to neighbors’ land. 

One neighbor, Mrs. Gleason. 
claimed the water flows fast and 
added that her main concern was 
the impact to her property. 

The Barrys pointed out, though 
he couldn't be present at the 
hearing, engineer Ken Miller took 
measurements of the stream and 
could appear before the board at a 
later date. 

Commissioners decided to take a 
site walk to note the kind of 
vegetation on site and the function 
of the stream. The hearing was 
continued to July 11. 
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Preus noted that this enlightened 
attitude, which has been a long time 
coming, has been reflected in the 
attituded of the business commu- 
nity. Many High Point patients 
have been refered by their bosses at 
work who have noticed a drinking 
or drug problem, and instead of 
"giving their worker the ax", they 
want to help them beat the problem 
and become productive once again. 
"We do get a lot of our patients 
from employers who see the 
advantage of helping a valued 
employee beat an addiction", said 
Preus. 

Tewksbury High Point is con- 
centrating its efforts not only on 
the rehabilitation of patients but on 
educating the public on the issues 
of alchol and drug abuse. A new 
monthly seminar called "Con- 
cerned Persons Workshop" will 
meet monthly so that people can 
visit High Point, free of charge, 
and ask professionals questions 
about helping friends or relatives 
with an addiction, 

High Point is off and running. 
Their beds are filling quickly with 
people who've had the courage to 
ask for help. The public is main- 
taining a positive, supportive 
attitude which represents an 
enlightened attitude on chemical 
dependencies, which can affect

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| } Buck's Hill interesting for artifacts 
and as a geological feature

, Back in the 1950s there was a 
,iild dispute in Wilmington as to 
“What should be the name of the new 
school, being constructed off 


"Wildwood Street. Some families 


‘avored naming it for Louis 
.McMahon, and other families 
favored naming for Caleb 
, Harriman. 
', Both men were deceased. Both 


had, over the years, served the 
Town of Wilmington well, and 
both deserved to have a school or 
other monument named for them. 

The School Committee settled the 
dispute by naming it the Wildwood 
School. That was the name of the 
nearby street. 

This writer feels that the School 
Commitee could have named it the 
Buck Hill School. The hill on 


which it stands, and well over 100 
acres of land nearby was owned by 
the Buck family of Wilmington 
back over 300 years. The Benjamin 
Buck House, built (in part) about 
1670, and now the oldest house in 
Wilmington is at the easterly end of 
Buck's Hill. 

It is a house which is unique, 
among the old homes of this 
country for the attic was arranged 


for the drying of hops. The house 
is well worth a visit. The bricks in 
the fireplaces were imported from 
England, and are the kind called 
"Bristol" brick. There are old 
fashioned H&L hinges, rarely seen 
today. 

But, before the Buck family 
moved up from Woburn the hill 
had been inhabited for about four 
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At left are arrowheads, found by Larz on Wildwood 
School land, but very near to the Ramsdell property. 
The seven artifacts were in a group, and possibly all 
date from the same time. On top are two, of quartz, 
which today are named "Squibnockets" and date from 
2190 BC, plus or minus 100 years. 

At right is a knife, possibly a couple of thousand 
years old. A similar knife was found in Billerica. 

A handle was provided, to fit over the stem, so that 
the knife could be used. 

Larz found the knife about 1950, in the field westerly 
from Woburn Street, which at that time was being 
cultivated. The knife was an inch above the soil. Rain 
had washed away the dirt which covered it. 

Most artifacts found in this area were found by 
"following the plow," that is, by going over cultivated

thousand years; if not more by 
Indians. Indians cultivated the 
fields below the hill. In the 
springtime of each year the Indians 
would catch salmon, perch and 
alewives, as they came up the 
Ipswich River to spawn. 

The fish were caught to provide 
fertilizer, for the corn and squash, 
and incidently, to provide such 
things as fresh salmon, roasted 
over an open fire. 

Technically Buck's Hill is a 
Drumlin, a hill that lies in a 
northwest - southeast axis. The last 
Ice Age, over ten thousand years 
ago ground down the hill into that 
shape, as it moved from the 
northwest toward the southeast. 

If one wants to describe such a 
movement of the ice age and what 
it did, one could say it was the 
"Geomorphological effect of the 
glacier in movement which made 
what is now Buck's Hill into a 
Drumlin." 

Anyway, Indians dwelt on the 
drumlin, because it was somewhat 
above the clouds of mosquitoes 
which existed every spring. They 
cultivated corn and squash. They 
buried their dead in the fields. 


Generations of Wilmington 
farmers, and their young knew of 
this, when they picked up 
arrowheads, in the fields, and on 
the drumlin. One lady, the writer 
has forgotten her name, sent a 
bushel of arrowheads to a museum 
in New York City about 1930, 

They did not "dig" for 
arrowheads. They found them, on 
the fields after there had been 
cultivation. 

When the first Bucks arrived the 
Indians had been dead for half a 
century probably from smallpox. 
The hill (drumlin) and the fields * 
probably had some trees growing, 
but not in a solid forest. It was a 
handy place for the Buck family to 
live. 

What tribe? Someone will ask. 

The writer is not fond of that 
expression, in this part of New 
England, The Indians all of whom 
spoke the Algonquin language, 
were to be classified better as 
"families," four or five dozen in a 
group. They were all a part of a 
larger group which has been called 
the "Massachusetts," inhabiting the 
eastern part of this Common- 
wealth.

I remember John sitting one time at the Lowell 
Memorial Auditorium watching the New England Golden 
Gloves. I never saw John show much emotion watching 
these contests, except once, and that was when my brother 
was fighting for the New England Championship. I 
happened to be sitting directly across the auditorum from 
him, and I could see him cheering every time my brother 
punched his opponent and could also see him wince every 
time my brother got hit. When the decision -was 
announced that my brother had won you would have 
thought that John, who hardly knew my brother, was his 
best friend. That was the secret of John DiPalma -- he 
left everyone feeling that he was their best friend. 

The truth is that those of us that knew him knew that he 
had only one best friend and that was his loving wife 
Maureen. While anyone could tell you that John was a 
great guy around the boys, you could always tell that he 
was at his best with his life partner. 

To Maureen DiPalma and the many friends and relatives 
of John DiPalma , the Town shares your grief. 

And if all that we believe is true, he is ina far better 
place than us.

The Long Man 
of Wilmington

George II became King of 
England in 1728. His father, 
George I, was a Hanoverian 
(Germany) prince who spoke no 
English, but who became King 
because he was descended from the 
Stuart kings of a century earlier. 

George II, in the first two years 
of his reign named three different 
men to be Governor of the Colony 
of Massachusetts Bay, in New 
England. He appointed them, and 
he unappointed them, with ease and 
abandon. 

Spencer Compton was a friend of 
the new king. Compton had served 
George II while he was Prince of 
Wales in various ways, one of 
which was as the private treasurer 
to the Prince. 

Compton is to be described as a 
dull and plodding person, with no 
great talents. His only pleasures 
were money, eating, and private 
debauchery. His only knowledge 
was of forms and precedents. 

The Parliament in 1728 refused 
to accept Compton as the Speaker 


of the House. So George named 
him the Earl of Wilmington. 

Wilmington was a small village in 
Sussex, on the south coast of 
England. It was the home of the 
‘Long Man of Wilmington.’ 

The Long Man of Wilmington 
was one of several carvings, dating 
back a few thousand years, carved 
into the hillside, into the chalky 
white soil underlying the downs. 
He was 240 feet tall, something that 
could be seen for miles. During the 
days of World War II the Long 
Man was covered over, to prevent 
Nazi planes from using him as a 
landmark. 

As a guess the Long Man and 
other carvings were on a historical 
par with Stonehenge. 

In 1730 the King succeeded in 
having the Earl of Wilmington 
named as the Speaker of the House. 
The Earl Nominated Jonathan 
Belcher, a graduate of Harvard 
College, to be Governor of 
Massachusetts. Belcher was a 
businessman in London. He had 
been in England for six years.

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Tomato tactics: 


fighting the blight =” 


by Hugh Wiberg 

Several weeks ago, this column 
suggested a two step procedure to 
control diseases on our tomato 
plants this summer. 

Step one involved saturating the 
soil with an all purpose vegetable 
garden fungicide to kill over 
wintering fungus and wilt spores. 
The second part of our control 
program brings us to the 
application of this same fungicide 
to the plants themselves. For 
gardeners who have had problems 
the last year or two with tomato 
diseases, the best approach will be 
to practice some preventative 
maintenance, starting now. 
Although these maddening tomato 
plant problems do not usually 
begin to show (visually) until mid 
to late July; the current spell of 
high temperature and humidity 
will activate the dormant spores 
this week and next. 

I would recommend a weekly 
application of Ortho's All Purpose 
garden fungicide, starting imme- 
diately. This disease control agent, 
which contains Daconil 2787, is the 
best fungicide product available 
today for controlling tomato plant 
diseases. The way to apply this 
material is with a simple com- 
pressed air tank sprayer. Sears sells 
aone and a half gallon plastic pump 
sprayer for under $15, which 
works like a charm, and will last 
two or three years. 

Many Wilmington and Tewks- 
bury gardeners have been plagued 
in recent years with one or more of 
the following tomato diseases: 

1, Fusarium wilt. A general 
yellowing of the leaves takes place 
with this disease. The yellowing 
spreads upward from the base, 
with a wilting of the leaves before 
they die, Some plants will produce 
some fruit prior to the entire plant 
dying. Very few fungicides are 
completely effective in controlling 
fusarium wilt, and the above 
mentioned Ortho product contain- 
ing Daconil 2787 is not a guaran- 
teed cure either. In my experience, 
a weekly application of this 
fungicide before the yellowing of 
leaves begins, is the best defense. 

2. Early Blight. Tomato plants 
infected by early blight develop 
collar rot; dark girdling lesions on 
the stem just above the soil line. 
The foliage infection appears first 
as irregular circular dark spots on

older leaves. Cankers develop on 
fruit stems and branches. This 
disease can be controlled 
successfully with weekly applica- 
tidns of an all purpose fungicide. 

3. Anthracnose. Depressed 
circular water soaked spots appear 
on the ripe and ripening tomatoes 
that are infected with anthracnose. 
The lesions on the tomatoes darken 
from the center outward as the 
fungus develops. The spots enlarge 
to about half an inch and the 
disease spreads internally to 
produce a soft rot. Eventually the 
plant decomposes, if not treated 
with a fungicide early on. 

4. Blossom end rot. Techni- 
cally blossom end rot is not a plant 
disease. Rather, this condition 
occurs quite commonly on our 
tomatoes due to extreme fluctu- 
ations in soil moisture, from very 
wet to very dry. This problem will 
sometimes appear after a period of 
rapid plant growth early in the 
season followed by extended dry 
weather. First fruits seem to be the 
most severely affected. This 
disorder always starts at the blos- 
som end and may enlarge to affect 
up to half of the tomato. Visually, 
the affected area appears sunken, 
black, and leathery. To control end 
rot, water your plants evenly (con- 
sistently) and only as needed. I 
have found that well mulched 
plants, which have a fairly constant 
and uniform condition of moisture 
at the roots, will rarely manifest 
this problem. 

If you are unfortunate enough to 
experiente a disease on your 
tomato plants this year and are not 
sure which of the several diseases 
your plants have, refer to Ortho's 
Problem Solver book, available at 
most of the local garden supply 
houses. This reference is a treasure 
trove of information and comes 
complete with color photos which 
clearly illustrate the problems you 
may encounter. 

Note to squash and pumpkin 

: The next three weeks are 
| if you intend to control 
squash vine borers this summer. 
The moth which lays eggs on the 
leaf stems is at her most active 
now, but will avoid plants sprayed 
with Sevin or methoxychlor. 
Weekly applications, after 7:30 in 
the evening, are in order from now 
through July 20.

Tewksbury still questions 
Wilmington truck exclusion

Tewksbury is not quite satisfied 
with the state's approval of a truck 
ban affecting Salem Road, which the 
state DPW granted on June 7, 

The towns of Tewksbury and Wil- 
mington bickered over the issue in 
the past, with Wilmington supp- 
orting a ban on Salem Road - Salem 
Sueet truck traffic, and Tewksbury 
opposed. Since the road crosses the 
town line, both towns must agree. 

Salem Road in Tewksbury turns 
into Salem Street in Wilmington at 
the town line. 

But instead of an outright ban on 
truck traffic on Salem Street, the 
town of Wilmington was able to 
limit truck traffic on purely town 
roads, thereby preventing trucks 
from reaching Tewksbury via Salem 
Road.

MAKING FURTHER 
ARRANGEMENTS 


In general, cut flowers like cool 
water, plenty of cool air, and 
indirect sunlight. Thus, upon 
arriving home with a bouquet of 
flowers, place itin a vase of clean, 
cool water. (Recut the stems at an 
angle, first), The only exception 
to the cool water rule involves 
buds that are being encouraged to 
open. These should be placed in 
warm water. Otherwise, it may 
even be a good idea to place some 
ice cubes in a vase of water to 
counteract the effects of a hot day. 
Care should also be taken not to 
overcrowd an arrangement. This 
will reduce the amount of oxygen 
available to each flower. Blooms 
also benefit from cool air, and 
every precaution should be taken 
not to place arrangements in 
direct sunlight. Such placement 
will only accelerate moisture loss 
and shorten flower life. Instead, 
mist blooms ahd leaves to replace 
fluid losses. 


The state approval of the trucking 
ban names a small portion of Salem 
Street that is entirely in Wilmington. 
If necessary, the Salem Street part of 
the truck ban could be lifted, as the 
Ballardvale Street (Wilmington) 
section of the ban would have the 
same effect on trucking. 

The Tewksbury selectmen Tues- 
day night asked that Town Counscl 
Charles Zaroulis send letters of 
inquiry to Jane Garvey, Superin- 
tendant of the state DPW, and to 
George Turner, chief engineer of 
the local DPW district, asking why 
the truck ban was approved. The ban 
affects both towns, although the ban 
is only in effect in Wilmington. 

Selectman Chairman Bill Hurton 
said the letters to the state may have 
more impact if sent by the town's 
attorney. He added that the ban will 
still increase truck traffic on Shaw- 
sheen Street. 

Selectman Jay Kelley said it was 


his understanding that a truck ban on 
a two-town road could not happen if 
only one town agreed to the ban, If 
the rules were changed, Kelley said, 
he wanted to impose a truck ban on 
Vale Street, which crosses the town 
line between Tewksbury and And- 
over, and on any other road where 
the town may feel like imposing a 
ban. A few people in the audience 
started to call out street names, but 
Kelley's issue was never put to a 
vote. 

The selectmen voted unanimously 
to send the letters to the state.

Tech grad is now a pharmacist 


"When I came to Shawsheen, I 
had absolutely no idea of what I 
wanted to do," said Elizabeth 
(DeMarco) Carrick. "And, I didn't 


. _know anyone." Elizabeth also hada 


bumpy start on her first day of 
school. She was waiting for the bus 
near her home in Wilmington. "I 
missed the bus - I was standing 
there, and the driver went right 
past me. My mom drove me, but I 
was half an hour late." 

Elizabeth recovered quickly, 
however, made friends, and started 
to discover her talents and 
interests. “Shawsheen gives you a 
wonderful opportunity to see what 
you can and want to do," she said. 
At first, her major interests were 
culinary and electronics. "Then I 
went to health. The teachers were 
wonderful, and the program was 
interesting and different from 
anything I had ever done.” Health 
Technology became her specialty, 
and after graduation in 1981, she 
went to the Massachusetts College 
of Pharmacy for a five year degree 
program, earning a B.S. in 
Pharmacy in 1986. 

A Pharmacist Forever 

Today, area residents can see 
Elizabeth at the prescription 
counter at Osco Drug in 
Tewksbury. She is the store's 
pharmacist, and very satisfied with 
her career choice. "I see myself 
being a pharmacist forever," she 
said. 

At Shawsheen, she discovered her 
calling through a unit on drugs and 
medicines. "I said to myself, ‘that's 
it, I'm going to be a pharmacist." 
She went to the guidance office, 
and through a computer program, 
located the only two pharmacy 
colleges in Massachusetts. "I didn't 
want to leave home," she smiled. 
Following: college graduation, 
Elizabeth was hired as a pharmacist 
for the Veterans’ administration 
Hospital in Bedford, where she had 
worked as a pharmacy technician 
as a student. She spent about six 
months there, "as one of 12 
pharmac in a 30 person 
department,” before she moved to 
the position at Osco. 

“When I first started here, people 
said to me, ‘Where's the 
pharmacist?’ I answered, ‘I am,’ 
and they would say, 'No you're 
not. You're too young.’ Most 
people seem to be looking for a 
middle aged man." Elizabeth said 
that stereotype is quickly changing. 
"My college class was about 


+ equally split between women and 
‘ men,” she noted. She shares the 84 
‘ hours a week the store is open with 


a second pharmacist, a man. The 
staff also includes there pharmacy 
technicians, all women, who assist 
them. 
Look at the People 

Just as some people retain 
stereotypes of her profession, they 
do about her alma mater as well, 
Elizabeth notes. "I would like to

say to kids and their parents - look 
at the people who have gone to 
Shawsheen, people like me. Visit 
the school and see what it has to 
offer." Elizabeth commends the 
academic program as well as the 
technical education. "On alternate 
weeks, I had eight straight periods 
of academics with no study halls. I 
got as good an academic education 
as at any high school - plus I got 
something extra. Through explora- 
tory, I learned not only about the 
health field, but a little something 
about the food industry, computers 
and electronics. 

Elizabeth says her education 
continues today because of the ever 
changing field of pharmaceuticals. 
In filling prescriptions,pharmacy 
is "not like it used to be," Carrick 
said, "We seldom start from 
scratch, with the mortar and pestle

- most things are pre-bottled. But it 
is still important to have the 
knowledge, to know what can be 
taken together - at least once a day, 
we have a concern about medicine 
combinations from people who go 
to more than one doctor." Carrick 
and her colleagues also fill 
prescriptions for animals that taken 
human medicines - with customers 
including dogs, cats, birds, "and a 
couple of horses.” 

Osco is "a very, very busy store," 
Elizabeth says. She typically fills 
200 prescriptions a day. But that 
atmosphere gives her many 
occasions for her favorite part of 
the job - people. "I love the people, 
especially the elderly. People ask 
me a lot of questions about 
prescriptions and over the counter 
medicines. People are often not 
aware of what they're taking, and it

can be a big problem. Others stop 
prescriptions, because of the 
expense." Elizabeth consults with 
doctors to verify medicines that 
can be taken together, and will 
sometimes ask a doctor if she can 
‘substitute a less costly brand for a 
customer. 
Mom had Reservations 

Elizabeth's mother - who drove 
her to school when she missed the 
bus the first day - was supportive 
of her choice of a high school, but 
not at first Elizabeth admits. "My 
mother had some reservations 
about the kind of kids who went 
there. But after I started at 
Shawsheen and brought my friends 
home, she said, ‘oh, what nice 
friends you have." Elizabeth says 
five of her best friends today are 
Shawsheen graduates. "We're all 
from Health and we stay in touch 
One is a dental technical, one an 
elementary school teacher, one an 
opthalmology technician, one an 
accountant, and one is home with a 
baby.” 

Elizabeth married in 1989 and 
she and her husband, Ron, a design 
engineer, hope to have children, 
"We have already decided our 
children will go to a vocational 
school," she said. "We will tell 
them this is the place to go, because 
you will learn something more 
than academics." Elizabeth knows 
that not everyone who enters 
college completes it. "Only 85 
people from my class of 150 were 
still there after two years. If you 
get a  vocational-technical 
education, you can have a career, 
go to college, and have something 
to fall back on."

The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington will begin a new 
program called the Eater's Choice 
Cholesterol Treatment Program 
aimed at reducing heart attack risk 
from high blood cholesterol. 

The Eater's Choice Program 
follows the National Institute of 
Health finding that the best way to 
attack high blood cholesterol is 
first through dietary change. The 
Program consists of six one and a 
half hour sessions led by health 
professional specialist trained in 
Eater's Choice techniques. 
Participants are shown how to 
develop their personal guidelines 
for the amount of saturated fat they 
can eat and how to adhere to those 
guidelines when shopping, 
preparing food, or dining out. 

NIH estimates that over half of all 
adults have blood cholesterol levels 
over 200 mg/dl and are advised to 
reduce’ their intake of saturated fat 
to 10 percent of calories or less. 
One-quarter of adults have 
cholesterol levels 240 mg/dl or 
higher and are advised to follow a 
diet with no more than seven 
percent of calories from saturated 
fat as the first step in reducing their 


risk of coronary heart disease. 

"We realize that the NIH 
cholesterol guidelines had 
profound implications for health 
care,” said Elvira Q. Johnson, 
M.S.,. R.D. "We saw a 
responsibility to our community to 
find a way for the Regional Health 
Center in Wilmington to meet an 
immediate and important need.” 

The Eater's Choice program was 
described by Ms. Johnson as "on 
the leading edge of programs 
aimed at high cholesterol. We 
reviewed the field carefully for 
something that would work and 
that made sense both medically and 
from the health care consumer's 
point of view," she noted. "Eater's 
Choice was an easy choice." 

The program will be offered at 
the Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington beginning July 12. 
The course will continue every 
Thursday for six weeks from 7 to 
8:30 p.m. The course fee is 
$120.00 which includes a 
cookbook, participants manual and 
two blood cholesterol evaluations.

Fish, after all, is for dinner

Here's something for tempting the 


le 
Prepared in the classic.technique; 
First you pound the fish flat with a 
mallet; 
Then you slash through the skin, 
Give the belly a slice, 
Then you rub some salt in, cause 
that makes it taste nice ... 
Sung by Louie the Chef, in 
The Little Mermaid 


Preparing fish for the pan is the 
bottom line, and its a skill that we all 
need to know. If you tell somebody 
that you fish, sooner or later they'll 
be looking forward to a meal. Some 
will even be so bold as to ask for a 
fish dinner, but those are luckily few 
and far between. 

Still, on any given trip you can be 
reasonably expected to catch cnough 
for a meal. If you were to cat every 
fish that you caught, almost every 
angler could survive. 

Some fish are simply better to eat 
than others. We'll leave salt-water 
fishing alone here, because the most 
famous eating fish (tuna, swordfish, 
etc.) come from the salt, and because 
it's not my forté. Fresh water offers 
more than enough fine cating. 

Bass are not the best eating fish, 
for two good reasons: 

First, bass fishing is mostly catch- 
and-release, as well it should bi 
could easily wipe out a lake's bass 
population in a few weeks if we kept 
everything we caught. Well, not 
me, but there &re some talented bass- 
catchers outthere. 

Second, bass taste awful. I hate the 
laste of bass, unless prepared by a 
real pro, I think they taste muddy. 

Pickerel, and pike, are delicious, 
but unfortunately they're also boney 
as all get-out. Some people I've met 
like to steam them, and pick the meat 
off the countless bones, while others 
say they run piekerel through the 
blender, and turn the bones into a 
puree. I'd rather just admire them 
and let them go. 

And that's about it for fish that are 
better left in the pond. All other fish 
in fresh water, if they're bigger than 
sardines, are great eating.

Hands down the best eating fish in 
fresh water is -- ready for this -- the 
humble horned pout. Yup. All cat- 
fish are perfect eating, especially for 
the kids, When cooked, all the bones 
in a catfish fuse into one. You can 
just shake the head and all the meat 
will fall off, utterly boneless. 

And since catfish are tough, that’s 
why they're such a big item for fish 
farming. You can find catfish in any 
store, fresh or frozen. Or you can 
invest a can of worms and a tank full 
of Coleman fucl and catch your own 
at the pond, 

Trout can be prepared a number 
of ways, but the best trout I ever ate 
was in the mountains of Utah. We 
had caught a mess of small trout ina 
stream that was smaller than naost 
drainage ditches, but we didn't pack 
a skillet in any of our backpacks. So 
we speared the trout on sticks and 
cooked them like hot dogs, over the 
fire. Unbelievable. 

For local trout, just gut them and 
slide them in a skillet, with a coating 
of crumbs or a dip if you'd like. The 
heads make good handles, so leave 
them attached. 

Other fresh water fish, from perch 
to-kibbies to bass (if you insist) are 
best prepared by filleting them. Asa 
kid I was taught to clean fish by the 
process of gut, scale and chop off the 
heads, but no longer. My fillet knife 
is required equipment these days. 

‘The annual crappie run is over, 
sad to say, and I must have filleted 
and frozen four or five dozen of the 
trusty little fish before it ended. We 
can use a crappie for describing the 
filleting process, if you don't mind. 

First, lay the fish flat on a cutting 
board, and stick your thumb in his 
mouth to hold him still. You need a 
good anchor to fillet a fish, There 
are fancy filleting boards for sale, if 
you really get twitchy, but sticking a 
thumb in his beak works fine. 

The process,of filleting means that 
you lift the meat off the bones of the 
fish. You shouldn't have to cut into 
any bones, or slash the belly. Leave 
the fish intact, and start from the 
back of the critter. 

The fillet knife is flexible so that it 
can follow the spine with a bit of 


flex. Cut along the spine, angling the 
blade down slightly to lift the meat 
up*from the radial bones sticking out 
of the spine. If the knife angles up, 
you may waste lots of meat, and if 
you cut straight down you defeat the 
whole process. Imagine what you're 
tying to do. 

Keep that slight downward angle 
all the way to the tail, then reach the 
knife in to release the meat behind 
the belly cavity. The body area in 
back of the body cavity contains the 
most meat, so be careful around the 
tail. You WILL screw up the first 
few fish you fillet, but don't worry 
too much about it. You're learning. 

By now, hopefully, you'll have all 
the meat lifted from one side of the 
fish. Look at the stripped body to sce 
where you left meat, That's wasted, 
but it helps to know where you made 
the mistake. 

Now, lay the fillet flat, skin-side 
down, on your board. Hold a bit of 
skin with a fingernail, and slide the 
knife blade between skin and meat. 
The skin gives fish that nasty "fishy" 
taste, and your objective here is to 
lift the meat off the skin. Use long, 
slow sweeps with the knife, angling 
down, to accomplish it. 

The only thing Ieft is to remove a 
suip of tiny bones, right next to the 
place where the body cavity used to 
be. Feel for them. These "Y" bones 
are a pain, and two cuts of the knife 
will take them out in a single picce 
of meat. A waste, but it's better than 
feeding your kid a fish bone. 

I realize that's a rough description 
of filleting, and a video would really 
be better for teaching, but what we 
you do. This isn't TV, you know. 

By all means, buy a fillet knife, 
keep it razor sharp, and learn to use 
it. A blade makes cleaning fish a real 
breeze.

Factory Day - after deep back- 
ground study and prior to the class 
field trip to Lowell National 
Historical Park - is underway and 
set to go ... something like this:

“This was Carrie Normandin’s 
idea,” says parent Carol Perletz, 
who sewed 41 aprons for the girls, 
brainstormed with several teach- 
ers and other parents like Maria 
Rush, and did the’ enormous 
amount of legwork which made 
the day so successful. “We were 
trying to come up with projects 
the kids could do for the industrial 
revolution.” 


They came up with a factory: 
mass-produced puppets - 400-plus 
empty apple-grape-pink lemon- 
ade-orange-pineapple frozen juice 
cans; pink and black construction 
paper lightbulb ears; round blue 
“h pink noses; red mouths. 
They fashioned a factory atmo- 
sphere so real; so full of uncom- 
fortable, loud, screeching, high- 
pitched, ugly, clanging nois 
back-breaking and boring that 
potential high school dropouts 
might leam a life lesson from it. 

They conceived a cottage: indi- 
vidually crafted works of art - 
pompoms, pipecleaners, coffee 
cans, fur, lace, buttons, scoops, 
and sequins.

I Over father’s day a few of our 
I friends got together for a cookout, 
I and we reminisced about some of 
the incidents - most of them 
adventurous episodes, a handful 
of them critical experiences - that 
peppered our childhoods. A few 
of our friends have children who 
are high school aged, and they 
related their stories to similar inci- 
dents that have occurred in their 
children’s lives.

There were a couple of other 
near heart-stopping close calls for 
my father: There was the time 
when I Was eleven and I'd just 
gotten a brand new red and white 
English bike. I proceeded to ride 
it into the side of an ice cream 
truck as it entered an on-ramp to 
Rte. 128! More stitches and more 
Scars to reminisce over. 

And then there was the time I 
decided to ignore the command of 
a B & M train conductor who told 
me not to step out onto the back 
of the train while the train was 
still pulling into the Woburn sta- 
tion. I went ahead and stepped out 
onto the platform on the back of 
the train anyway, and proceeded 
to slip off the train while it was 
still in motion.

“T was just a kid, and I wanted 
to really impress my father,” he 
said. “I went out to the garage and 
found a can of paint. It was white, 
and that was the color I wanted to” 
paint my bike.” 

Richie pried open the can, and 
with a stick attempted to stir the 
paint around to thin’it out. 

“T kept stirring and stirring, but 
the paint just wouldn’t thin out,” 
Richie recalled, “I'll tell you, my 
arms were getting tired just mov- 
ing that stick around!” 

Richie’s mother came out of 
the house and spotted Richie hav- 
ing difficulty getting the can of 
paint to thin out. “That's when she 
said, ‘I remember your father say- 
ing that if you put a little paint 
thinner in the paint, it'll thin out 
easier.’

Children are not just small adults. When sick or injured, a child requires special 
equipment and special treatment. Medical personnel need to understand the differences, 


A child's physical and emotional responses are predictably different from an adult's as 
well. An adult sized blood pressure cuff is too large to take a child's reading. Adult 
traction techniques can stop a child's bone from ever growing again, Air pressure form 
an adult respirator could destroy a child's lungs. Children need special things. 


The doctors and staff at the Kiwanis Pediatric Trauma Center are working to provide 
the information needed world wide in pediatric medicine. In addition to the 
state-of-the-art treatment and rehabilitation, research, education and public information 
play a far reaching role. 


Since 1983 over 10,000 emergency medical technicians (EMT's), nurses and 
physicians have participated in KPTI training programs in home towns all over New 
England. 


Programs taught by Institute faculty, encompass a variety of subjects ranging from 
special handling for injured children to advanced techniques of surgery and critical care. 

In addition, there is an on-going awareness campaign to educate the public regarding 
child safety, making children and adults more alert to hazards and how injuries can be 
avoided. “

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Shuttle buses 
and parking 

When thousands of people 
want to see the fireworks, 
how do you get everyone to 
and from the Common? 
And where is everyone 
going to park? 

The Fourth of July 
Committee has a system of 
shuttle buses, and. it helps 
alleviate the problem. Five 
buses are used to shuttle 
people to the Common from 
the various parking lots 
around town. Buses will run 
continuously on Tuesday 
night from 6 to 11 p.m. 

Route 1 will pick up 
passengers from the North 
Intermediate School park- 
ing lot and the Whitefield 
School and drop them off at 
the library. 

Route 2 will pick up at at 
St. Dorothy's Church and 
the Town Hall (Glen Road) 
and drop off at the Senior 
Citizens' Center on School 
Street. 

Route 3 will pick up at the 
Woburn Street School and 
the Wildwood School and 
drop off at the back lot at 
the library (the old Grange 
Hall site). 

Route 4 will pick up at the 
Boutwell School, Deming 
Way and the Fire Station 
and drop off at the 
American Legion Hall site 
on Adams Street. Drivers 
are cautioned not to park on 
Fire Department property 
but at nearby lots. 

Route 5 will begin at the 
corner of Lowell and 
Woburn streets. The bus 
will proceed on Route 129 
to the center and down 
Church Street to the high 
school driveway. 

Parking will be banned on 
the following streets: 
Adams Street, Central 
Street, Church Street, 
Drury Lane, Glen Road, 
Glendale Circle, Loumac 
Road, Middlesex Avenue, 
Powderhouse Circle, 
Temple Street, Thurston 
Avenue, high school lot and 
high school turnaround, and 
all other posted no-parking 
areas, 

Violators will be towed 
and fined. 

The large parking lot at 
the Swain School will be 
available for parking, and 
will include a special area 
for handicapped parking.
